Claim 1 (currently amended): An electronic messaging system for filtering electronic 
messages, comprising 

a message server operable to receive and transmit electronic messages including 
electronic mail messages, the message server comprising an access restriction filte r comprising a 
character recognizer configured to translate characters in image components of respective ones 
of electronic messages into computer-readable character representation s confi gur e d to det e ct an 
acc e s s r e striction - notico having a human r e adabl e pr ese ntation comprising ono or more human 
readable oharaotera having an intrin s ic hiimanntft et lAgtblo mooning that aooe s ato information 
associat e d with tha access r e striction notices is robtriotad , 

wherein the access restriction filter is configured to detect the-an access restriction notice 
in an -the respective ones of the e lectronic messages by comparing the o ne or more translated

computer-readable character representations respectively produced bv the character recognizer to 
respective representations characters of th e aoo e ss r e striction noti ee to re s p e ctiv e oharaot e ra of 
one or more access restriction notices stored in memory, aad -the access restriction filter beinff 
additionally configured t o respond to the detection of the access restriction notice in accordance 
with a prescribed transmission policy for handling electronic messages containing the detected 
access restriction notice. 

Claim 2 (currently amended): The system of claim 1, wherein the access restriction filter 
is configured to detect i n respectiye_ones__of the electronic messages an access restriction notice 
indicating ownership of at least a portion of th e respective ones of the electronic messages. 

Claim 3 (currently amended): The system of claim 2, wherein the access restriction filter 
is configured to detect a copyright notice in respective ones of the electronic messages* 
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Claim 4 (currently amended): The system of claim 3, wherein the access restriction filter 
is configured to detect the copyright notice by comparing one or more characters in the 
respective ones of the electronic messages to respective characters of one or more copyright 
notices stored in memory. 

Claim 5 (currently amended): The system of claim 3, wherein the access restriction filter 
is configured to detect the copyright notice by comparing characters in a header component of 
th e respective ones of th e electronic messages with respecti ve characters of the one or more 
stored copyright notices-

Claim 1 4 (currently amended): A method of filtering electronic messages, comprising: 

translating characters in image components of respective ones of electronic messages into 
computer-readable character representations: 

detecti ng an access restriction notice in the respective ones of the4 a-a» electronic 
messages m acc e s s r e striction notice having a human - r e adabl e pr ese ntotion-eompriainfi one or 
mor e human - Feadablc ohorootorg having on inlritt&k - hamfln - in t& lligib te m e aning that acc e ss to 
information associat e d with th e ttoo e ss - rostriotion notice is roatrictod, whoroin tho detecting 
oomprigoa b y comparing the o ne or more translated computer-readable character 
representations ohorootoro of th e- aeces s r e striction n e&ee to respective ohnraotera r epresentations 
of one or more access restriction notices stored in memory^and 

responding to the detection of the access restriction notice in accordance with a 
prescribed transmission policy for handling electronic messages containing the detected access 
restriction notice. 

Claim 15 (currently amended): The method of claim \4> wherein the detecting comprises 
detecting in respective ones of the electronic message an access restriction notice indicating 
ownership of at least a portion of th e respective ones of the electronic messages. 
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Clairo 16 (currently amended); The method of claim 1 5, wherein the detecting m 
ownership notioo in - th e - electronic m e ssage comprises detecting a copyright notice i n respective 
onesof the electronic messages. 

Claim 17 (currently amended): The method of claim 16, wherein the detecting the 
e ftpyright notic e comprises comparing one or more characters in the respective ones of the 
electronic messages to respective characters of one or more copyright notices stored in memory. 

Claim 18 (currently amended): The method of claim 16, wherein the detecting the 
copyright notice comprises comparing characters in a header component of the respective ones 
of the electronic messages with respective characters of the one or more stored copyright notices.

Claim 29 (currently amended): A computer-readable medium comprising computer- 
readable instructions for causing a computer to perform operations comprising: 

translating characters in image components of respective ones of electronic messages into 
computer-readable character representations; 

detecting an access restriction notice in the respective ones of the in-a» electronic 
messages an acc e ss r e striction notic e having a human - r e adabl e preao n tation comprising ono or 
mor e human readabl e characters having - an intrinsic human - int e lligibl e meaning that access to 
information associated with th e access restriction noti e o ia restrict e d, wh e r e in the detecting 
oompriaoa by comparing the_one or more translated computer-readable character representations 
charact e rs of the acces s r es triction notice t o respective representations c haracters of one or more 
access restriction notices stored in memory; and 

responding to the detection of the access restriction notice in accordance with a 
prescribed transmission policy for handling electronic messages containing the detected access 
restriction notice. 
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Claim 30 (currently amended): The system of claim 1, wherein the access restriction 
filter is configured to detect at least one of the following access restriction n otices in the 
electronic messages; a "confidential" notice, an "internal use only* 3 notice, an "attorney-client 
privileged" notice, and an "attorney work product" notice. 

Claim 3 1 (currently amended): The method of claim 14, wherein the detecting comprises 
detecting at least one of the following access restriction n otices in the electronic messages: a 
"confidential" notice, an "internal use only" notice, an "attorney-client privileged" notice, and an 
"attorney work product" notice. 

Claim 32 (currently amended): The computer-readable medium of claim 29, wherein 
said code provides instructions for detecting in the electronic messages at least one of a 
"copyright" notice, a "confidential" notice, an 'internal use only" notice, an "attorney-client 
privileged" notice, and an "attorney work product" notice. 

Claim 33 (currently amended): The system of claim 1, wherein at least one of the 
electronic messages comprises a primary message and at least one attachment, and the access 
restriction filter is configured to compare characters in the primary message and characters in the 
at least one attachment to respective characters of the one or more stored access restriction 
notices. 

Claim 34 (new): The system of claim 1, wherein the access restriction filter is configured 
to trigger display of a report to a user in response to the d etection of the access restriction notice. 

Claim 35 (new): The system of claim 34, wherein the access restriction filter is 
configured to trigger display to a user a message reporting that a corresponding one of the 
electronic messages cannot be transmitted because of the detection of the access restriction. 

Claim 36 (new): The method of claim 14 P wherein the responding comprises displaying a 
report to a user in response to the detection of the access restriction notice. 
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Claim 37 (new): The method of claim 36, wherein the responding comprises displaying 
to a user a message reporting that a corresponding one of the electronic messages cannot be 
transmitted because of tbe detection of the access restriction. 
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
